PRESIDENT VET VETOES PEACE 
‘RESOLUTION. : 


Washington, May 27. — The 
Republican peace resolution was 
vatoed today by Presidant 
Wilson. . 

‘Such a method of making pesce 
with Germany, the. President 
said, would “place.an inefface- 
able stain upon the gsllanbry and 
honour of the United States.” 

Withont announcing bis in- 
tention: regarding the Treaty 
of Versailles, fhe Presid- 
ent declared that the trenty 
embodied’ thé important things 
omitted by the resolution, and 
said that by rejecting the ae caeaty 
the United States. had, dec 
in effect that it wished “ta enw 
apart and pursue objects” and 
interests of our own. 

The President added that the 
peace resolution omitted mention 
of many important objects for 
the vindication of which ‘the 
United States entemii\the war, - 

“Such 2 peace wi Germany.” 
the message continued, “a perce 
in' which none .of the esseotial

HELP THE NATIVE axe)

The Rt. Hon, G. N. Barnes, 
MP. writes in the Daily News — 

If were asked to explain why 
thy Exyptians have been for so. 
Jong a subject people, I would say 
it ia because of (1) Eastern 
falatism and docility; (2) social

They can call a National 
Assembly, and on occasion they] 
have done ac—notably in con- 
nection with a projected exten- 
sion of the Suez Channel Com- 
psoy's lease. Then they carried 
their point as against the British 
Advisers. 

Both the British and Ezypt- 
ians, however, are equally con-: 
cemed in the removal of 
anomalies fram which the coun- 
try is at present suffering. Some 
of these are deep-seated, and cad 
be rectified only by the Egypt- 
fans “themselves, because they 
are rooted in age-long custom 
and teligious sanctions, which 
cannot yield to outside inter- 
ference. But some are suscept- 
{ible to practical treatment, and 
conld be remored by practical 
and combined. effort. There are, 
for instance, the capitulatiods, 
the terms of which are oppres- 
sive; there is the lack. of educa- 
tion, of alternative employment 
to agriculture, and of employ- 
ment of native talent in admin- 
istration.
